HOLLYWOOD BOWL 


— FROM THE BEGINNING... . 


The dawn of Easter in Hollywood 
Bowl is replete with the singing of 
myriads of birds as the first faint 
rays of the new day streak across the 
star-studded skies above the verdant 
Hollywood Hills. The beautiful song 
of the birds during the hush which 
precedes the Call to Worship of the 
Easter morning trumpeters is a nev- 
er-to-be-forgotten impression as the 
first light of day silhouettes the 
mountain tops and reveals the gran- 
deur of the natural amphitheater in 
which the world’s most famous Easter 
Sunrise Service is held. 

Hollywood began having outdoor 
Easter services in 1918, when a group 
of citizens gathered on a hilltop in

Whitley Heights—a residential sec- 
tion only a stone’s throw from the 
present Hollywood Freeway and the 
Bowl itself—to worship in the open. 
The following year, a larger location 
was sought, in order to accommodate 
the crowds, and the Sunrise Service 
that year was held atop the olive- 
covered hill at Vermont Avenue and 
Hollywood Boulevard, now known as 
Barnsdall Park. 

About that time, the little 65-acre 
valley containing the present Holly- 
wood Bowl was discovered:one day 
by a strolling Shakespearian actor, 
Harry Ellis Reed, and his father. 
When it was found that the “bowl” 
possessed perfect acoustics, nestling 














unnoticed in the chaparral-clad hills, 
the Easter service was moved to that 
woodland location in 1920. No seats 
were available for that first Holly- 
wood Bowl Easter Sunrise Service— 
the worshippers merely standing or 
sitting on the rocky, uneven terrain. 

Wooden seats, a stage and an acous- 
tical concert shell were later added, 
and the Bowl became the home of 
our world-famous “Symphonies Un- 
der the Stars.” The Los Angeles 
Philharmonic Orchestra was featured 
in that first Bowl sunrise program, 
and in subsequent summer sympho- 
nies. 

Today the Bowl has more than 
20,000 seats, and sometimes in the 
past before the program was tele- 
vised, the aisles and surrounding hill- 
sides were occupied and the Sunrise 
Service was attended by over 35,000 
people, many coming from distant 
parts of the world. The audience at 
Hollywood Bowl is the largest of any 
Easter sunrise service in America, 
and the inspiring program is seen 
on television on the West Coast and 
is heard over a major nationwide 
radio network. The service also is 
beamed to the Armed Forces over- 
seas for the enjoyment of civilian 
and military personnel, even if sta- 
tioned in the most remote posts on 
the globe! It is estimated that a 
hundred million people see or listen 
to these Easter services from Holly- 
wood each year. 

In planning the annual services 


over the last four decades, the Com- 
mittee has endeavored to keep the 
program as reverent and as unosten- 
tatious as possible, despite the rather 
spectacular aspects of programming 
and the glamour of the location it- 
self. The Service for several years 
has been incorporated under the laws 
of California as a community, non- 
profit venture. Income to cover the 
necessary expenses is derived in large 
part from the free-will offering of 
those attending the service. 


Often there are as many as 2,000 
men, women and children working 
cooperatively for the success of the 
program, including high school stu- 
dents serving as ushers, Boy Scouts, 
Campfire Girls, Red Cross and Salva- 
tion Army workers, who help wher- 
ever possible, and teen-agers who 
comprise the Youth Chorus for the 
“Living Cross” every year. 


Many visitors to Hollywood Bowl 
events, especially tourists, do not re- 
alize that the nearby Hollywood 
Freeway (major traffic artery) tra- 
verses one of the most romantic, his- 
toric routes in California—through 
Cahuenga Pass. Years before the 
coming of civilization to the Pacific 
Coast, this Pass was used by the Ca- 
huenga Indians for traveling from 
the San Fernando Valley to the vast 
plain now occupied by Hollywood 
and the City of Los Angeles. The 
Pass was also a stage coach route in 
the early days of California.

The Trumpeters 


Heralding the 


One of the most beloved traditions 
of Easter Sunrise in Hollywood Bowl 
is the fanfare of eight white-robed 
trumpeters, sounding the exalted 
“Gloria Patri” to begin the service 
each Easter dawn. The music of the 
silver trumpets echoes through the 
hillsides from a high knoll west of 
the great Bowl amphitheater. This

The outstanding traditional feature 
of the Hollywood Bowl’s Easter Serv- 
ice is the Youth Chorus which ap- 
pears as a “Living Cross” at a dra- 
matic moment in the program. Dur- 
ing the early part of the service, the 
Chorus is seated in “cross” forma- 
tion, robed in black. Then, at a sig-

year the trumpets will be sounded by 
Inice Millican, Betty Hooper, Sylvia- 
may Crawford, Janet Henry, Pat 
Wagner, Evelyn Canfield, Sharon 
Best and Meryl Brechler. Some of 
these musicians have been with the 
Trumpeters since the start, and oth- 
ers are daughters of performers who 
played in previous years.

Hollywood Bowl 


The World’s Greatest Amphitheater 


Known the world over for its re- 
nowned “Symphonies Under the 
Stars”, Hollywood Bowl nestles 
among beautifully landscaped hills 
only a few hundred yards west of 
the busy Hellywood Freeway. The 
Bowl is probably the world’s most 
famous natural amphitheater! 


It was the appearance of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra at 
the first Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise Service that led to the famed 
Summer Symphonies which brought 
additional renown to Hollywood as a 
center of music, culture and dra- 
matic art. Mrs. Artie Mason Carter, 
originator of the idea of an outdoor 
Easter service here, was so impressed 
with the perfect acoustics of the Bow] 
and the beauty of symphonic music 
heard out-of-doors, she enthusiastic- 
ally suggested evening concerts “un- 
der the stars”—and on July 11, 1922, 
with the beloved maestro, Dr. Alfred 
Hertz, at the podium, the first of 
“Symphonies Under the Stars” was 
presented. 

In subsequent years, operatic pres- 
entations, spectacular pageants, bal- 
lets and choral works were given in 
Hollywood Bowl in addition to con- 
certs of symphonic and popular mu- 
sic, and many of the most noted con- 
ductors of the world have appeared 
here. It is estimated that more than 
ten million people have attended 
Hollywood Bowl events, including 
the annual Easter Sunrise Services. 

Another notable civic leader who 
has been instrumental to the success 
of Hollywood Bowl is Mrs. Leiland 
Atherton Irish, who guided the Bowl 
through the critical] “depression 
years’ when she was General Man- 
ager. ‘To stimulate attendance, she 


introduced light Opera productions, 
iol 


and, devoted more than 10 


years of service to the Bowl. Still 
another well-known personality 
largely responsible for the Bowl’s 
success is C. E. Toberman, promi- 
nent realtor and financier, who was a 
long-time president of the Hollywood 
Bowl Association. Postmaster Otto 
K. Olesen, former Hollywood manu- 
facturer of lighting and sound equip- 
ment, who is president of the Easter 
Sunrise Service, likewise has been 
active in the management of the 
Bowl since its beginning, and is now 
a Life Member of its Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The 76 acres now comprising the 
Hollywood Bowl property is owned 
by the County of Los Angeles as a 
civic and cultural asset for the bene- 
fit of all the people. The Bowl is 
operated under a long-term lease by 
the Hollywood Bowl Association, a 
civic non-profit corporation, and is 
maintained by the County’s Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation. 


In recent years, various changes 
and improvements at the Bowl were 
made under the guidance of Mrs. 
Norman Chandler as president of the 
Association. These include landscap- 
ed picnic areas; enlarged parking fa- 
cilities; and an attractive gift shop 
open for tourists the year around. 
Permanent illumination towers con- 
taining sound and spot- lighting 
equipment now flank the stage area, 
and an artistic reflecting pool has 
been added in front of the acoustical 
shell. 

The 1959 season of Symphonies 
Under the Stars will begin on Thurs- 
day evening, July 2, with concerts of 
classical music interspersed with op- 
eratic soloists and popular, interna- 
tionally-known concert stars and en- 
tertainers of motion pictures, radio 
and television. 





The Pilgrimage Theater 


HOME OF ThE SPLEGR IMAGE PEAY 


The 29th season of the Pilgrimage 
Play—“The Life of Christ,” with 
Joseph Jefferson in the leading role 
for the second year—will open on 
Monday, July 27, in the beautiful 
Pilgrimage Theater, an amphitheater 
in the hills east of (and across the 
Freeway from) the Hollywood Bowl. 

The Pilgrimage Play is one of the 
most cherished, annual dramatic 
presentations in the world, having 
brought joy and inspiration to thous- 
ands of persons who have attended 
this outdoor production through the 
years. The location of the Pilgrimage 
amphitheater, on a 27-acre tract now 
owned by Los Angeles County 
and leased to the Hollywood Bowl 
Association, has been designated for 
many years by a large cross on a 
knoll above the theater site. This 
cross, 50 feet in height, has been 
illuminated from dusk to dawn since 
1922 and has now become famous 
as a beacon to airline pilots and to 
travelers through the famous Ca- 
huenga Pass. 


The late Mrs. Christine Wetherill 
Stevenson founded the Pilgrimage 
Play in 1920 following her visit to 
the Holy Land, where she had ob- 
tained authentic props and costumes 
to use in the production. The origi- 
nal wooden structure erected at the 
site for the Play was destroyed by 
fire in 1929, but a new concrete the- 
ater was built, of Judaic architec- 
ture, and the religious pageant re- 
opened in 1931. Extensive improve- 
ments were made in 1946, and for the 
last two years the Play has been spon- 
sored by the Pilgrimage Theater 
Foundation, Inc., which was orga- 
nized by the present producer, John 
Arnold Ford. 

The Pilgrimage Play is operated on 
a civic, non-profit basis, and admis- 
sion tickets are therefore very reas- 
onable. This is made possible be- 
cause of the financial support of the 
project by the City and County of 
Los Angeles and numerous philan- 
thropic individuals.

TOLLY Woop 


Hollywood has been the capital of 
the “make believe” motion picture 
industry for so many years, it has 
become a household word all over 
the globe! Its history as a world cen- 
ter of culture—art, music, drama— 
began with the filming of the first 
Hollywood movie in 1912 by the late 
Cecil B. DeMille. His original studio 
—established in a barn near Vine 
Street and Sunset Boulevard in an 
area which had once been thriving 
orange and lemon groves—was the 
beginning of an entirely new world 
of entertainment. 


During World War I, the Holly- 
wood Community Sing was organized 
and it was this group which spon- 
sored the first Easter Sunrise Service 
in Hollywood, which in turn led to 
the beginning of Hollywood Bowl. 
With the advent of radio and tele- 
vision, and the growth of the cinema 
industry and the recording business, 
Hollywood today is indeed the “en- 
tertainment capital of the world.” 


Hollywood also is a city of beau- 
tiful homes and churches—the map 
of the area being literally dotted 
with locations of churches of many 
faiths. 


Within hearing distance of 





Hollywood Bowl itself is an impos- 
ing Gothic tower whose melodic 
church chimes ring out over the 
hills every quarter hour, and many 
of the church edifices are among the 
most attractive in California. Holly- 
wood’s ministers have long been ac- 
tive on the Hollywood Bowl Easter 
Sunrise Service Committee, always 
taking part in the service. 


Visitors, tourists and convention- 
goers now flock to Hollywood—an 
estimated four million persons a year 
— attracted by the glamour of the 
entertainment industry and its allied 
arts and crafts. For the last two 
years, Hollywood has been under- 
going a spectacular new “charm 
treatment” which will include elec- 
troliers with triple illumination units. 
Charcoal terrazzo sidewalks will have 
30-inch coral-colored stars inset at 10 
foot intervals dedicated to the famous 
people of the entertainment world, 
plus white stars with reflecting beads, 
supplementing white lines at pedes- 
trian crosswalks. Hollywood boasts a 
glittering array of night clubs and 
restaurants, stunning hotels and mo- 
tels, and smart shops and department 
stores. 
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HONORABLE EZRA TAFT BENSON 


Serving as Secretary of Agriculture of the United 
States since 1953, Mr. Benson has been active in 
agricultural pursuits most of his life, and has 
been on several important Advisory Committees 
and National Boards in the field of agriculture. 
He was graduated with honors in 1926 from Brig- 
ham Young University, then received his M. S. 
degree in agricultural economics at Iowa State 
College. He has since received many honorary 
degrees from leading universities. He has long 
been a leader in the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, and in 1943 was ordained an 
Apostle and set apart as a member of the Coun- 
cil of the Twelve. His great-grandfather, the orig- 
inal Ezra Taft Benson, was a Mormon Apostle 
who came to Utah in 1847 with Brigham Young. 
In addition to his public career, Mr. Benson has 
been a distinguished leader in the Boy Scouts 
of America for many years. 


VINCENT PRICE 


Well-known as a motion picture and legitimate 
stage actor, and an outstanding personality on 
television, Mr. Price began his theatrical career 
while an art student at the University of London, 
after graduation from Yale University with a 
BA degree in 1933. In addition to drama, he 
has gained renown as a major art collector and 
critic, with a keen interest in painting, sculpture, 
ceramics, and music. Always in demand as a 
speaker at schools and colleges, Mr. Price is con- 
sidered one of the best of Hollywood’s “ambassa- 
dors.” He is also a world traveler and an amateur 
archeologist and anthropologist. 


MARJORIE BRINKMAN 


Winner of the 1959 Western Regional Metropoli- 
tan Opera Auditions, Miss Brinkman has toured 
two seasons with the Roger Wagner Chorale as 
a featured singer. She studied at the Music 
Academy of the West under a scholarship award- 
ed by Richard Bonelli. She is currently soprano 
soloist at the First English Lutheran Church of 
Los Angeles, and last fall she was featured in 
“Marriage of Figaro” as the Countess with 
Nadine Conner and Inglewood Symphony. Miss 
Brinkman came to California in 1939 from her 
native Kansas City, Mo. 


BILL CARLE 


One of the truly great bassos of this generation, 
Mr. Carle is a former Broadway personality who 
gave up a life of theatrical fame to devote his 
time to a career of sacred music. His rich voice 
and profound artistry have been highly acclaimed 
by music lovers and critics all over America. He 
has been a featured soloist on such radio pro- 
grams as “Hour of Faith” and “Church of the 
Air” and in the classical field he attained suc- 
cess and fame when he appeared with the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra and with Toscanini 
and the NBC Symphony.

DALE EVANS AND ROY ROGERS 


After appearing together in numerous motion pictures, this popular couple 
were married on New Year’s Eve, 1947, and have since won nationwide acclaim 
with their radio, television and personal appearances, in addition to their 
movie career. They give freely of their time to charities, and in 1956 received 
the George Spelvin Award of the Masquers’ Club for their humanitarian ser- 
vices. Dale is the author of “Angel Unaware” and other books, the proceeds 
of which go to the welfare of retarded children. Both Roy and Dale are 
active in the Hollywood Christian Group, a non-denominational organization 
for promoting Faith in the ranks of the entertainment industry. They have 
made several record albums, including one of the entire Rogers family singing 
sacred songs. The family, including five adopted children, lives on a 136 acre 
ranch — the Double R Bar.

Behind the scenes 


The general public has little idea of 
the long hours of work, months of plan- 
ning and other time-consuming details 
required to arrange and present the an- 
nual Easter Sunrise Service at Hollywood 
Bowl. Typical scenes of the varied phas- 
es of the voluntary work of the Com- 
mittees and helpers are shown on this 
page. 

One of the most detailed jobs is the 
artistic floral arrangement of thousands 
of Calla lilies which are brought to the 
Bowl from hundreds of gardens through- 
out Southern California. Some of the 
blossoms are brought from palatial estates 
in chauffeured limousines, while others 
are brought in family cars and _ station 
wagons. In making their annual floral 
offering, whether large or small, each 
grower shares in perpetuating the glad 
tradition of the Easter lilies, which sig- 
nify Purity. 

Rehearsals of the soloists and choirs 
require considerable preparation, and of 
course the seating of the participants in 
the program necessitates some temporary 
construction work every year. Deiails of 
lighting, sound effects and broadcasting 
constitute additional behind-the-scenes 
preparation. Besides the activities de- 
picted here, a perusal of the page in this 
booklet which lists the names of the 
Committees and Officers will reveal some- 
thing more of the monumental task of 
preparing the Easter Sunrise Services.
